Your refund request for 10538813 in the amount of $1,820.00 has been denied . 

This is in response to your letter submitted on August 25, 2010, wherein you requested a refund 
in the amount of $1 ,820.00 

The request for refund is DENIED. 

After thorough inspection of U.S. Patent and Trademark Office physical records and Revenue 
Accounting Management financial records, it is determined that you are not entitled to a refund of 
$1,820.00. 

On February 4, 2008 applicant filed an amendment which contained a total of 27 claims with 5 
independent claims. On February 7, 2008 applicant was charged the following: $1 ,050.00 for a 
three month extension, $420.00 for 2 extra independent claims and $350.00 for 7 extra dependent 
claims. Applicant was was charged on February 6, 2008 in the amount of $350.00 for extra 
claims, this amount will not be refunded see rule CFR 1.26 (bO which states "(b) Any request for 
refund must be filed within two years from the date the fee was paid, except as otherwise provided 
in this paragraph or in § 1 .28(a). If the Office charges a deposit account by an amount other than 
an amount specifically indicated in an authorization (§ 1.25(b)), any request for refund based upon 
such charge must be filed within two years from the date of the deposit account statement 
indicating such charge, and include a copy of that deposit account statement. The time periods 
set forth in this paragraph are not extendable.
